The Olivette Going to Cuba to Rescue 


• 
People in Peril. 


Tampa, Fla., April 18.—Arrangements 


have been 
consummated between the 


United States government and the Plant 
system for the steamship Olivette to 
go Jlatanzas to bring to tbe United 
States tbe American citizens tbere desir- 
ing to leave tbe Island. For some days 
negotiations have been pending to this 
end and it was only Sunday afternoon 
tb«t tba details were agreed to. President 
Plant has be«n afraid to allow the Oliv- 
ette to go to a Spanish port without a 
guarantee for her protection, as well as 
ihat of the crew. Sucb a guarantee would 
be made by thn United States government 
at a critical time, so that President Plant 
himself communicated with Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco by cable regarding tbe mat- 
ter. 


Q. Lawton Chllds, tbe Havana banker 


and agent for the Plant and Morgan 
steamship lltea, is now here with Mr. 
Plant, and it was through his boaee that 
the latter communicated with the Captain 
General. He asked for permission for 
the Olivette to land at Mantanzas to tuba 
on American citizens who wanted to leave 
the Island without the possibility of any 
moleitation from tbe Spanish antborities, 
either at tbat port or in Cuban waters. 
President Plant also asked that 09 the 
ship was going in the service of the gov- 
ernment that she be exempt from paying 


port charges. In response to -this Captain 
General Blanco answered affirmatively 
and the Olivette Sunday night sailed from 
Tort Tampa about mldrlght. Spanish 
Consul Soils, who bos been authorized by 
this government to charter a vessel to 
transport Spanish citizens who desire to 
return to Cuba or Spain, took advantage 


of tbe sailing of the Olivette and will ECDd 
on her a large number of those to whom 
he has Issued passports. 
Tbe consul 


thinks that the number who will leave 
Tampa on account of the threatened war 
will be less than 600, or about ono-third 


of the Spaniards hero. Those who will go 
are of the poorer class, who fear that in 
tbe ovent of hostilities tno cigar factories 
would close and they would be thrown 
out of employment and thereby mado to 


suffer. 


OLD GLORY,

United State* to demand, and the 
government of the United State* does 
hereby demand, that the government 
of Spain at once relinquish Its author- 
ity and government in the laumd of 
Cnba and withdraw 111 land anl 
naval force* from' Cnba and Cuban 
water*. 


Third—That the president of (he 


United States be, and he hereby is 
directed and empowered to nse the en- 
tire land and naval forces of the 
United States and ti call Into actual 
service of tbo United States militia ot 
the several states to sncb extent as 
may be necessary to carry these reso- 
lutions into effect.* 


Fourth—Tbat the United States, 


hereby disclaiming any disposition 
or intention to exercise sovereignty, 
jurisdiction, or control over said is- 
land, except for pacification thereof, 
and assert Its determination that 
when tbat la aoompllshed, to leave the 
government and control ot tbe island 
to Us people. 
| 


THE DIVISION. 


The test vote was quite naturally on 


tbe amendment oBered by Tnrple, recog- 
nizing the independence of the Cnban re- 
pabllo. It prevailed by a majority of 14, 
the vote being 51 to 37. By political 
parties tbe vote oast wai as follows:

VOTING IN DETAIL. 


The first vote was taken npon the

ful government of that island.'' It was 
adopted, 61 to 37. 


Davis then offered an amendment as au 


additional section, disclaiming any inten- 
tion to exercise eevereignty over Cuba. 
It was adopted without a dissenting vote. 


Frye movo'to strike ont the first section 


declaring tbat tbe people of the Island of 
Cubs, "are and of right ought to be, free 
nnd Independent," the words, "are and 
of right." On motion of Davis the mo- 
tion was laid on the'table, 55,1x1 33.

THE FINAL VOTE.

Not a single pair 
was announced. All senators, with one 
exception, Whitehall,were present, and he 
had released Spooner from his engage 
ment to pair with him.

The human body is a ship built to 
arry a eoul on the voyage of life and its 
uilder is the cook. Every housewife 
akes a contract to build, keep in repair 
nd navigate a flotilla of these vessels. 
tiat thousands of total wrecks and 


;her thousands of damaged hulks keep 
float only by the skill of the experi- 
nced tinker, "the doctor," attest the in- 
ompetence of the constructor. Ignor- 
nt of the responsibilities involved in 
le contract they have taken, they be- 
eve their dnty done, if personally they 
eep the brass bright, the cabin dec- 
rated and the paint clean, while they 
elegate the engine and the supplies to 
10 care of the ignorant stoker who 
levels in the coal, burns out the fur 
ace, clogs ths boilers with sediment 
nd makes his repairs with putty where 
;rcng iron is needed. Then when dire 
isaster overtakes the ship under his 
ommand the skill, education and ex- 
erience and tact of an expert are called 
pon to repair the damages. Improper

QUEER PEOPLE IN AUSTRALIA 


A. Hoee of Black Savaam Who An 


Little Superior to Animaia 


Found In the Interior. 


David W. Carnegie, son of the earl ol 


Bouthesk, has returned to England aftj 
er a 13-months' journey across the 
Great Victoria and Great Sandy deserts 
of western 
Australia. 
During his 


travels, which were from the south to 
the north of the colony, Mr. Carnegie 
traversed nearly 3,000 miles of un- 
mapped and unexplored desert in the 
interior of western Australia. Speak- 
ing of his journej-, Mr. Carnegie said: 


"In the interior we met very small 


tribes of-wandering blacks. They are 
nomadic, and this may be explained by 
the fact lhat their wells soon became 
exhausted, and they have alwa3Ts to be 
on the more in order to obtain water 
Their method of hunting, too, causes 
them to be always moving1. They set 
light to a tract of spinifex-and then 
surround the burning bush and throw 
sticks and spears at the lizards and rats 
that try to escape. Xaturally in a very 
short time the country gets burnt up. 


"The people are very dark, and add 


to their blackness by smearing them- 
selves with grease and ashes, a fact 
which makes their presence known at 
a considerable distance. They aae very 
ugly—more like monkeys than any- 
thing else, with their flat foreheads and 
protruding lips. As anile they are very 
thin and of small stature—on two occa- 
sions only I saw men upward of sir feet 
in height. Men, women and children 
are all stark naked. They make no 
houses and have no villages. 
They 


simply scoop out a hole iu the sand and 
squat in it. 
AVhea they first saw our 


camels and caravan they were greatly 
excited, never having seen a white mar 
before. 
We never suffered any hurl 


from them, but when any of them got 
us alone they tried to be nasty, and no 
doubt would have proved troublesome 
if they had been given much opportuni- 
ty. They are only one degree removed 
from animals. 


"It was only from the smoke caused 


by their hunting fires that we were able 
to track them, and so find water. After 
following their smoke we would sud- 
denly come upon an encampment of 
them crouching in their holes, with 
their spare weapons hung up in the fev 
surrounding parchcd-up trees."—Ion 
dpn Chronicle.

THE BEETLE'S 
EYE. 


luect Cnrrl»d.-m Camera Before Pho- 


tography \Vn« Found 


br Man. 


Thousands of years before the in- 


rentive genius of men discovered the 
multifold mysteries of photography 
and worked out the problem of the lens 
tie little beeitle was carrying round 
with him a snap camera of the most 
ucique and interesting character. This 
camera -was provided with at least 100 
photographic lenses, each perfect and 
in nature's finest working fettle. 


All know that the beetle has the curi- 


ous projecting eye, very similar to the 
sort one sometimes sees in man him- 
self. The eye is large and round, or 
almost so. It can hardly be called a 
perfect sphere, for it is slightly convex 
in shape. Such insects have eyes called 
compound, formed not of one lens, but 
of several hundreds, set side by side, 
like eels in a honeycomb. 


Dr. Allen, of England, the famous 


scientist, as well as physician, took Hie 
cornea of the eye of a beetle and em- 
plo3'ed it in place of the usual photo- 
graphic lens of the camera used for 
making photographs of microscopic ob- 
jects. A silhouette of a head was pastr 
ed on a piece of ground glass and a 
lamp placed behind it. A photographic 
dry plate was exposed to the lightt com- 
ing through the beetle's eye from the 
silhouette and developed in the usual 
manner. 


The resulting multigraph was circu- 


lar, and contained several hundred 
images of the profile—oue, indeed, for 
each facet of the eye. It seems reason- 
ably clear <hat insects form their judg- 
ments of distance from such multiple 
images, depending- upon the power of 
each facet to refract light rays. The 
nearer tbe object the greater would 
be the area covered by the Images OE 
the retina.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

was a naval war one or the other of the

stroyed. 
While the United States has
